Germans, 
with their A ustrian and Bulgarian al­ 
lies, are still making an attem p t to 
cut off the retreat of the main Serbian 
arm y, which is offering such spirited 
resistance to the invaders. 
While 
H eld .Marshal von Mackenaen's forces 
advance slowly from the north the 
A ustrians have crossed the w estern 
border of Serbia south of Vizegrad 
and are moving eastw ard and the Bul­ 
garians are m arching westward on a 
wide 
front 
from 
Plrot, 
which 
lies 
southeast of Nish, to Zajecar, to Uh 
northeast of Nish. 
It is, of course, a long way across 
and the country is difficult to traverse, 
hut the Serbians are bound to de­ 
fend it as long as posible, as their 
great arsenal at Kraguyevatz is sit­ 
uated in this area, and they doubtless 
will hold on with the hope of m aking 
an eventual retirem ent into the m oun­ 
tains along the Montenegrin frontier 
and into that country. 
To iorestall this the A ustrians also 
are attacking in Montenegro, but have 
made little progress, as the M ontene­ 
grins, 
under their 
veteran 
fighting 
king, have had a long time to prepare 
for just such an event, and thus far 
have beat off ail attem pts to throw 
them back. 
In fact, the M ontenegrins 
hold some strong positions in Ans 
trian territory, out of which they will 
have to be driven before their own 
country is invaded. 


French Defeat Bulgarians. 


There is no change in the southern 
area of Serbia, so far as is known. 
The report th a t Uskup has been re­ 
captured 
is 
not 
confirmed. 
Tile 
French, however, claim to have clear 
ed the Bulgarians out of the Voles 
district. 
This, if true, would render 
I'skup an unsafe place for the in­ 
vaders. in the opinion of m ilitary men. 
In w hat other way Serbia is to be 
assisted has not yet been disclosed. 
Some British troops are <o-operatiiu 
with the French in the south and o th ­ 
ers are on the way, but where they 
will be used rem ains a Bef ret, 
Rus­ 
sia's plans also have not yet been dis­ 
closed, although from German sources 
it is reported that Koumania is about 
to throw in her lot with the entente 
allies and will allow the passage Of a 
half million Russian troops through 
her territory to attack Bulgaria from 
the north. 
Greece has assured the entente pow’- 
ers 
that 
her 
neutrality 
rem ains 
friendly to them and has pointed out 
that she has already given them a s ­ 
sistance by perm itting the landing of 
their troops at Saloniki. 
On the other fronts there is little 
or no change in the situation 
In the 
w est artillery engagem ents remain the 
chief 
method 
of 
w arfare, although 
there has been some trench fighting 
In the east the battle is still raging 
for Riga and Dvinsk, which for n ear­
